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80 Seniors Receive 
Their SAT Scores

Eighty seniors received their Col¬ 
lege Board results last month. These 
results were from the SAT test which 
was given December 2. All college- 
bound seniors must take this exam 
to qualify for college admission in 
the fall. 

The test is divided into two sec¬ 
tions, testing both verbal and mathe¬ 
matical abilities. Scores are based on 
a scale ranging from 200 to 800 
points. 

Lydia Seixas, 8-1, received the high¬ 
est score in the school by attaining 
marks in the high 600’s in both verbal 
and mathematical skills. Kathleen 
Heimann, 8-1, and Lucille Aiosa, 8-1, 
also scored in the 600’s on both parts. 

The results of this test are used 
by most colleges to help to decide 
whether a student is able to do col¬ 
lege level work. However, grades 
from the first seven terms of high 
school are also considered in deter¬ 
mining college admission.

The 
price is now fifty cents a term, while 
the pages have increased in size and 
number of columns. 

Now that the Bulletin is 40 years 
old today, the present editors hope 
that with the continued support of 
the student body, it can look forward 
to 40 additional years of upholding 
the tradition which was started in 
1922.
